The truth is that the large banking organizations in 
the West have an average of about 35c cash to pay back 
to the depositors for every dollar deposited: Any small 


business man knows that he would have to go into bank- |

CASH only several months ago, in some cases it was re- 
ported as high as 100% profit on the investment—if the 
amount of cash available was so low? Why should the 
poor depositor lose his money to keep the bank running 
when the rich bank owners—the stockholders—draw such 
juicy dividends? 

SERVES BIG BANKERS 

California State Treasurer Johnson tries to hide the 
enormous robbery of the people in this “holiday” by the 
usual attack on the Communists. In a statement published 
last Friday he says: 

“The public must have confidence in their de- 
positories, especially when they are safe and sound. 

“We have all been conscious of a definite de- 
structive influence from Communists who are en- 
deavoring to spread destruction and hysteria.” 

If the banks are safe and sound as Johnson says, how 
come that his department withdrew their funds from the 
banks in January, 1933, and are now handling their own 
banking business? Also how come that the State Treasury 
has tied up $116,000.00 in'‘the Sacramento bank crash of 
several months ago, most of which will probably never 
be returned ? 

The difference between Mr. Johnson and the Com- 
munists lies in the fact that with half truths, false assur- 
ances of confidence and even outright lies he is deceiving 
the people while the rich bankers reap their harvest—And 
the Communists dare tell the truth to protect the people. 

It is a “holiday” no doubt—

OLYMPIA, Wash., March 
3.—Four thousand Hunger 
Marchers yesterday started 
home from Olympia after 24 
hours of intense suffering in 
the mud and freezing rain at 
an open camp at Priest Point 
Park, on the outskirts of 
Olympia. An ultimatum was 
served upon the marchers at 
4:15 P. M., to get out or be 
attacked by the drunken 
mob whose forces included 
150 special deputies; 150 
special Olympia police; 3000 
heavily armed American vig- 
ilantes, all wearing A. V. 
armbands; and the entire 


state patrol force.

A committee of 
three met the sheriff and agreed to 
2vacuate the camp subject to the 
approval of the marchers.

LOS ANGELES, March 3.—With 
a spirit of militant solidarity, prac- 
tically all of the seventy-five work- 
ers of the Imperial Cloak Shop, at 
746 Los Angeles street, came out 
on strike against continual wage 
cuts and unbearable conditions. 


The men were earning about six 
teen dollars per week and the wo- 
men from $5 to $10 weekly, and the 
workers were subject to the super- 
vision of an insolent foreman. The 
boss refused to see a committee of 
workers who wanted to protest 
against the wage cut and condi- 
tions. 


The workers are in a very en- 
thusiastic mood and many from 
other shops are being mobilized by 
the Needle Workers’ Industrial 
Union to throw a strong picket line 
arcund the shop. The sentiment of 
the strikers is to spread the strike 
to other shops and the Needle 
Workers Union is calling for a 
united front to help win the strike. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 
4.—In reply to the attack 
aimed against the Mooney 
Molders Committee in the 
last issue of the “Clarion,” 
official paper of the San 
Francisco Central Labor 
Council, twelve more A. F.

The fight for the freedom of Tom Mooney is reaching | 
« critica! stage. The entire working-class—poor farmers, 
thinking professionals and middle class people—are con- 
cerned.

Really, however, the case will not be decided on the 
merit of the argument of the attorneys of either the prose- 
cution or the defense. Tom Mooney’s innocence of the 
crime is long established. The attorneys cannot add or de- 
tract from that fact. If a great mobilization of pressure 
can be brought to foree the bosses to concede to us Tom 
Mooney’s freedom then he will be there; if we fail to bring 
out Sie mass support then Mooney will stay in, jail. 

The bosses mean to prevent any great mobilization for 
Mooney’s freedom. They attempted to prevent the monster 
mass meeting last Nov ember 6 at the San Francisco Civic 
Auditorium. They failed. Now they are trying again but 
this time with more insidious tactics than before. 

“SOCIALISTS” DISRUPTION FAILED NOV. 6 

For the last November 6 meeting the “Socialist” agents 
of the bosses hoped to defeat the meeting by refusing any 
support. Kirkpatrick and Sinclair refused to speak. They 
even hindered announcements being made of the Mooney 
meeting at their gatherings. They confidently spread the 
word about that the Mooney meeting will be a “flop.’’ In 
Stockton the ‘Socialist’ party leaders attacked the 
Mooney caravan and urged everybody to boycott it.

tures, as the crisis continued the 
figures went up. The crisis was 
met, not by lopping off warships 
from the budgets, but by attacking 
the workers’ standard of living. As 
the numbers of unemployed mount- 
ed, the figures for war preparations 
rose, The total appropriations for 
military functions for last year, 
which is practically the same for 
this coming year was $1,697,431,573. 


What is this one billion, six hun- 
dred thousand odd dollars? lt 
means that for each unemployed 
worker in the country more than 
$100 was spent on war items (while 
workers demanding $50 winter re- 
lief were clubbed down). 

But the increase of preparations 
is not so apparent on the surface 
of the appropriations. Let us ex- 
amine them in the light of the drop 
of prices for materials and labor, 
and then the slight apparent in- 
crease shows its real size. 


WAGES, MATERIALS DROP 

In 1931, before the biggest wage 
slashes, the cost for military func- 
tions was 1,366 millions; in 1982, it 
was 1,616 millions and for 1938 
1,697 millions, increasing each year 
in actual figures, while wages and 
materials dropped. The result is 
that the sharp decline in living 
conditions gives more armaments 
than previously, 


More than $2, every unem- 
ployed worker last year, went into 
fighting planes for the army alone 
—$31,479,635. No worker can eat 
planes, but Wall Street investments 
in exploitation of colonial and semi- 
colonial workers need them, and 
when the workers’ demand for jobs 
grew in militancy a program of un- 
employment relief was put through. 

To “provide relief,” commercial 
aviation, one of the most important 
war auxiliaries, received huge sub- 
sidies. 

To “provide relief,” the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation made 
tremendous loans to tighten the 
financial dictatorship of banking: 
over the country. Loans to keep 
main railroads, vital in war, and 
banks solvent were made and hav- 
ing failed, a stronger dictatorship 
is announced by Roosevelt, who on 
his first day, declared he would put 
the country ona war basis if neces- 
sary. 


Year by year, as unemployment 
increased, war preparations grew, 
characterized by a strengthening of 
those forces used against the revo- 
lutionary militant organizations of

the army—such as the militia used 
the growing number of 
strikes—appropriaiions were boost- 
ed. This coming year’s army Dill 
contained a half-million for these 
forces but was raised to $6,354,000.

Faced with another imperialist 
war as the only way of saving it- 
capitalism with words prom- 
ised the workers everything but 
in deeds gave nothing. Instead it 
spurted up its war preparations, at 
the same time developing in the 
minds of workers the belief that a 
war would revive prosperity.

NO WAR PROSPERITY 


Figures for California for Jan- 
uary (or since the Jehol fighting) 
show, as compared with January, 
1932, a drop in employment of 8.2%, 
in payrolls of 19% and in weekly 
earnings of 11.8%, though the in- 
dustries supplying war materiais 
showed increased activity. Chemi- 
cals, scrap iron, cotton, which had 
no sale save to Japan and China, 
jumped. But increased production 
meant decreased wages. 

But this is not even a sample of 
what is to come. As a result of a 


tour by agents of the War Dept. 
in 1929-30, plans were completed 


for putting all necessary industries 
on a war basis and conscripting all 
labor at wages set by the War 
Dept. That is what is meant by put- 
ting a modern industrial capitalist 
country on a war basis these days. 
Those who think Wall Street's 
Roosevelt will put the banks under 
control and not put labor on this 
war basis already prepared are 
blinding themselves to the cumu- 
lative program of which the new 
Democratic administration is only 
the latest step. 

The desperation of the crisis af- 
fecting all imperialist countries has 
found them all unable to get out of 
it on the hacks of the workers and 
as a final measure are arming for 
a redivision of the foreign markets 
of the world. The strengthening of 
capitalist government into more 
and more dictatorial form for the 
purpose of putting down the work- 
ing-class at home and more effec- 
tively put over increased exploita- 
tion of colonial peoples is a trend 
America is now more openly fol- 
lowing. Investments abroad must
